Tor the first time in the history of 
the United States the population of 
the cities and towns at present 
exceeds the rural population, This 
is the interesting but at the same 
time disquicting fact disclosed by 
the recent census ‘of the republic. 
While all the figures have not yet 
been tabulated, examination. of the 
returns is sufficiently far advanced to 
warrant the above statement, accord- 
ing to officials. 

It has, of course, been known for 
a long time that one of the effects 
of the wonderful industrial. activity 
brought about in the United States 
by the war was the exodus of people 
to the larger centres of population to 
which they were attracted by the 
prevailing high wages and by a dé- 
mand for workers which opened to 
energetic and capable men, and wom- 
cn, too, splendid opportunities for a 
rapid advancement. Then, too, *thou- 
sands of young men drafted from the 
farm into the army have not-return- 
ed to the land upon their discharge 
from military service which, if it did 
not actually take them 
brought them into cantonments and 
camps on the outskirts of centres of 


population and introduced them to 
city life. 
The same 4hifting of population 


is, unfortunately, taking place in Can- 
ada, While it is doubtful if the 
urban pepulation of the Dominion 
has actually outstripped the rural, as 
in the United States, we are on the 
high road to such a development. 
In the old farming Province of On- 
tario this has already taken place, 
and but for the fact that the three 
prairie provinces are still. dominantly 
rural, the figures for Canada might 
easily be similar to. those of the 
United States. 

Proportionately it is said that 50,- 
000 fewer Canadians are engaged in 
agriculture today than in 1872, Ac- 
cording to a recent speech by the 
Ontario Minister of Agriculture, 30 
percent of the population some 48 
years ago lived in towns and 70 per- 
cent in-the country. Today the fig- 
ures are almost exactly reversed — 
the 70 percent in Ontario live in the 
towns. 

In a recent article in- this column 
the question was asked as to what 
was the explanation, and certain 
views were expressed as to steps that 
might be taken to check this disas- 
trous tendency on the part of young 
people to get away from the land. 
Nothing is to be gained, however, by 
blinking the fact, now generally re- 
cognized and admitted, that the in- 
dustrial advancement of the Domin- 
ion has been encouraged at the ex- 


pense of the agricultural. Country 
life has not been made attractive 
enough at a time when the attractions 
of city life have multiplied amazing- 


ly; farming has not been sufficiently 
remunerative during a period when 
mounting wages coupled with stead- 
ily shorter hours of labor have called 
their appeal from the cities. 

The natural, the inevitable result 
is the inerease in the consuming pub- 
lic and the decrease in the number of } 
producers. -As Hon. Mr. Doherty put 
it: “We hav e believed that big smoke- | 
stacks spell happiness and prosperity 
.... But the real solution of all our} 
troubles is increased agricultural pro- 
duction.” Who can question this?

of both a farmer and his wife on a 
100-acre farni in the year of the arm- 
istite— a figure which the unskilled 
city laborer afd charwoman would 
reject with scorn. Needless to say 
such a return is in itself sufficient to 
explain why the second generation 
deserts the farm, without giving con- 
sideration to other factors in the 
problem, 

There never was a time when the 
agricultural industry needed more 
generous assistance and encourage- 
ment. It calls for the best thought 
on the part of all Governments and 
public bodies. The Dominion is grow- 
ing top heavy, and while those at the 
top may not at the moment fully rea- 
lize their danger, they are occupying 
a perilous position, and in their own 
interests and for their future self- 
protection it is high time they began 
to look to the agricultural founda- 
tions upon which all industry in Can- 
ada primarily rests,

Advocates Sane Councils in Conduct 
Of Affairs of the 


Nations 
Stirling, Ont.—Vigorous condemn- 
ation of the National Progressive 


party and Liberal Opposition, empha- 
tic pronouncement in favor of the 
continuance in force by Canada of its 
present fiscal system, and warm 
praise for the war and general record 
of the Union governmént,. character- 
ized Hon, Arthur Meighen’s speech 
at Stirling Village, West Hastings 
county. é 

Out of the union of parties which 
formed the union government, he de- 
clared, “has grown the new National 
Liberal-Conservative party. No poli- 
tical party in the world was ever bet- 
ter born or better bred. It was born 
out of the war and it is national be- 
cause its care is the nation.” 

Defending the present fiscal sys- 
tem, the prime minister emphasized 
the need for its continuance, both 
for the maintenance of the industrial 
life of the nation and the provision 
of necessary revenues. It was only 
by making more goods than could be 
sold in the United States that the 
value of the Canadian dollar could be 
maintained on the other side of the 
boundary. In support of this.conten- 
tion he quoted a memorandum of a 
western Liberal government saying: 
“Put the platform of the farmers in- 
to effect and you would immediately 
reduce the value of the Canadian dol- 
lar in the United States to.50 cents.” 

Mr. Meighen commended the tariff 
platform on which the Australian 
govern was elected and which 
declares for the production of indus- 
tries born_ during the war, the en- 
couragement of thers that are des- 
irable and the extension of existing 
ones. He quoted the platform of the 
Labor party of the Commonwealth 
in its support of adequate protection 
and declared that the first people who 
would suffer by the adoption of any 
policy approaching free trade would 
He denied 
that the tariff has been oppressive to 
the agricultural interests of Canada. 

The prime minister was more in- 
clined to censure those who, ‘he said, 
professed to be in favor of a policy 
of free trade for party advantage than 
the people who really believe a cure 
for all our ills is to be found in the 
adoption’ of that policy.. He charac- 
terized” such advocates of free trade 
as humbugs. The trouble was that 
in the event of the government being 
defeated, those who wotJd go the 
farthest in the advocacy of free trade 
would-be in opposition’to it when in 
power. 

Closing his references to ie tariff 
the prime minister said that the cab- 
inet tariff commission, which com- 
mences its labors in September, will 
thoroughly enquire into the question 
to determine what is abundantly 
necessary to’ make the ends meet and 
that is the chief question to be decid- 
ed, To carry on the work of the 
government and pay our debts, to 
give Canattan industries enough ad- 
vantage in the Canadian market as to 
enable them to expand and to keep 
Canadian workingmen in Canada. 

In a forceful and eloquent perora- 
tion, the prime minister made a plea 
for the adoption of sane councils in 
the conduct of the affeirs of the na- 
tion. After painting a dark picture 
of affairs in many ‘Europeans coun- 
tries, he said: “I stand for unity in 
Canada™for solidarity of condition 
and freedom of enterprize within our 
borders, The_lesson for Canada and 
the free peopldg of the British Empire 
is to avoid the pitfalls which have 
sunk into oblivion othér nations, and 
of those that are Writhing in chaos 
and suffering, I shall strive with all 
my power national unity, embrac- 
ing all races, languages and creeds. 

“I shal) fight with all my energy 
for national solidarity; for modera- 
tion of thought and action; for or- 
derly progress; for the maintenance 
of Jaw and order and for the polictes 
which have brought us where we 
stand.” (Applause). ~

Hearings in Toronto To Commence

ARGUMENTS FOR 
THE INCREASE IN 
FREIGHT RATES 


RISING COSTS IN OPERATION 


D. B. Hanna Says Railways Not 
Asking For Increase to 
Pile up Profits 

Ottawa. — The railway presidents 
appeared before the Dominion rail- 
way commission to support the ap- 
plication for increased freight and 
passenger rates. They were D, B, 
Hanna, president of the Canadian 
National Railways system, and How- 
ard G, Kelly, president of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, and also of the Can- 
adian Railway association, which’ is 
making the application. Their argu- 
ments were substantially the same. 
The high cost of labor and material 
were the chief argument. The rail- 
ways could not exist or get on a 
paying basis if the rates were not ad- 
vanced. 

Mr. Hanna made it clear that the 
lines under his jurisdictiosxe were not 
asking for increases in order to pile 
up profits. He insisted, however, that 
the national roads, even though re- 
garded as poor relations of the gov- 
ernment should be perniitted to carn 
enough to make both-ends meet. He 
was opposed to a system which woutd 
compel them to go to parliament 
yearly to ask for money to meet 
deficits. He gave a number of in- 
stances to illustrate how costs had 
advanced, stating that spikes to nail 
ties had increased in cost from 1% 
cents in 1914 4 cents in 1920; and 
that the ties themselves had _ risen 
from 45 to 90 cents. 

Mr. Kelly also went into the ques- 
tion of costs. He said(that in the 
year 1913 the average wage paid on 
Grand Trunk was $608. In 1919 
it had more than doubled and stood 
at $1,391. If the Chicago labor award 
was adopted by the Canadian rail- 
ways the average wage paid on the 
Grand Trunk per annum, would be 
$1,780.84, or an increase of 157 per- 
cent since 1913.

Fought With Serbian Army Until 
November, 1916 


Miss Flora Sandes, lieutenant Flora 
Sandes of the Serbian army, is visit- 
ing Australia to interest the Com- 
monwealth in measures for the ameli- 
oration of the country she served on 
the battlefield. 

Miss Sandes went to Serbia with 
a party of V. A. D.’s iri August, 1914; 
A year later she joined the Serbian 
Army, and fought in every battle un- 
til November, 1916, when she receiv- 
ed 24 wounds and was leit on the 
ficld of battle. She was rescued and 
after six months. rejoined the army 
and took part in the last victorious 
offensive. 

Lieutenant Sandes hold a comumnis- 
sioned rank by virtue of a special a*t 
of the Serbian Parliament, and she 
has been given 12 months leave of 
absence by the Crown Prince of Ser- 
bia, in order that she may lecture in 
Australia and obtain supplies of agri- 
cultural machinery and other neces- 
sities. Miss Sandes has decorations 
which include the Serbian equivalent 
of the Victoria Cross, 


Irrigation From the Bow River Has 
Transformed Semi-Barren 
Country : 

The Swedish Colony, on the Bow 
Slope, some 30 “miles southwest of 
Brooks, Alberta, is distinguishing it- 
self in the history of Canadian irri- 
gation, Although it is only three 
years since the first of these settlers 
came to the district, a tract of coun- 
try containing seventy-two square 
miles is now almost completely set- 
tled. On approaching the settlement 
the traveller is surprised to see how 
the irrigation water from the Bow 
River has transformed ‘the earlier se- 
mi-barren country into a_ veritable 
oasis with beautiful fields of flax, 
wheat and oats. Cosy-looking white 
painted houses, surrounded with nu- 
merous little canals give the stranger 
an impression of a Dutch village. The 
crop situation within the colony is 
very promising. A large amount of 
flax is being raised this year on new 
breaking, while wheat and oats.are 
predominant crops on the farms of 
the older settlers. The soil-is of the 
highest quality and very productive. 
In a talk with a wealthy farmer from 
Iowa, the latter said the soil here, 
when properly worked up should be 
capable of producing an average of 
fifty bushels of wheat to the acre. 
Speaking from twenty-one years’ ex- 
perience in U.S.A. irrigation districts, 
he regarded the land as the best 
wheat growing soil he had ever seen. 

About three times as much land as 
last year is under cultivation — this 
season and the crop is looking even 
better than last year when in one 
instance as much as eighteen bushels 
of flax was harvested on the Bow 
Slope. The settlers are 95 percent 
Swedish Americans from Minnesota, 
Iowa, Washington and Dakota prin- 
cipally, The remaining five percent 
are Norwegians and Danes, They 
are all characterized as first class far- 
mers, hard working and industrious, 
Improved farms are already high in 
value and hardly any are offered for 
sale, There are farmers within the 
district who would not sell their land 
at a price of $200 an acre, so confi- 
dent are they of the future of their 
settlement, 
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Wind Resistance 
Average Man When Walking Pushes 
One Half Pound 

The average man, walking briskly, 
travels at about four miles per hour, 
His body presents to the air a sur- 
face of about 6 feet in height to one 
foot in width, or about six square 
feet. Moving at four miles per hour, 
he is travelling at 5.8 feet per second, 
and the resistance opposed to his for- 
ward motion by the air, assuming it 
to be still, is just about % pound, In 
other words he is continually pushing 
a “% pound resistance ahead of him 
as he walks.

Newspapers 


The First Daily Paper Was Published 
In 1833 

The delegates to the Imperial Press 
Conference are membcrs of a profes- 
sion many centuries old. The word 
newspaper is capable of. so many in- 
terpretations that it would be difficult 
to name the publication entitled to be 
called the pioneer in that field. The 
Acta Diurna of ancient Rome were 
chronicles of events, and China had 
what might be called newspapers as 
long ago as the sixth and seventh 
centuries. In the more modern sense 
the Oxford Gazette of 1665, might 
be described as the first English 
newspaper, The-name Gazette was 
a favorite one with early publica- 
tions. It came from Italy and is 
traced by some to‘the Greek word, 
“Gadza,” a treasury, which in turn 
hailed from Persia, But the preferred 
derivation is from Gazetta, a small 
Italian coin, which was the fee charg- 
ed for hearing the reading of a man- 
uscript “newspaper” at Venice dur- 
ing the war between the Venetians 
and the Turks. Uncharitably-mind- 
ed people point out that the same 
word means a magpie or chatterer, 

In Canada, as abroad, the name 
Gazette was the early favorite in the 
journalistic world, so much so that 
the first nine newspapers published 
in this country bore that name. They 
were; Halifax Gazette, 1752; Quebec 
Gazette, 1764; Nova Scotia Gazette, 
1752; Gazette Litteriare (Montreal), 
1778; St. John Gazette’ and New 
Brunswick Advertiser, 1784; Montreal 
Gazette, 1785; Royal Gazette (Char: 
lottetown), 1791; Upper Canada Gaz- 
ette (Newark), 1793. 

The first daily newspaper in Canada 
was the Montreal Advertiser, 1833, 
There is record of a Royal Standard 
published daily at Toronto in 1836, 
and the Kingston Whig, still flour- 
ishing, was a daily in 1849, in which 
year a Daily Telegraph had a short 
and unexciting career in Toronto. 

It is not generally known that the 
Christian Guardian is the oldest pub- 
lication in Toronto, dating from 1828.

now been published for the first six 
months of this-year, compared with 
a corresponding period in 1919. These 
figures are. absolutely authentic, as 
they have been given. out by the 
federal government. 

They point -to the fact that much 
progress is being made, but while 
this may be so all Alberta operators 
are unanimously agreed that if a 
satisfactory freight rate could be ob- 
tained to Manitoba and other castern 
points that the quantity that is at 
present being shipped would only be 
but a tithe of what could be exported. 

The official figures up to the end 
of June this year give an output of 
3,043,940 tons, compared with 2,068,- 
907 last year. This is for both the 
bituminous and lignite product. It is 
doubtful, however, in the face of the 
paucity of orders that have been com- 
ing since the end of the period 
mentioned that the showing will be 
exceptionally good. 

That is a matter over which the 
operators have no control; in other 
words, if there has been a falling off 
in orders the whole onus must be 
thrown on the public. The operators 
maintain that as far as actual quan- 
tities are concerned that. the fringe 
of the industry has as yet been but 
touched.

Farmers Advised To 
Ship Their Wool 
Seems to be No Advantage in Hold- 
ing For A Better 
Market 

Although 200,000 pounds of wool 
has already been shipped to the east 
from Alberta, W..N. Gibson, assistant 
manager of the Calgary exhibition is 
of the opinion that wool growers of 
thé province are holding back con- 
siderble in the hopes of higher prices. 
This, Mr. Gibson, states is a mistake, 
as the Canadian Co-Operative Wool 
Growers’ Association at ‘Weston, 
Ont., to whom the wool is shipped, 
is working in the best interests of 
the wool growers, and will dispose 
of it in the very best market obtain- 
able, and at the very best_price. 

Mr. Gibson declares that the mar- 
ket for wool is getting better, but to 
offset any advance which may be 
realized is the fact that later on the 
freight rates to the east will undoubt- 
edly increase, which will work to the 
disadvantage of the growers who 
hold their wool forthe better market. 
Under these conditions Mr, Gibson 
advises the immediate shipment of 
wool for dispatch to the east. 

Carload lots are being made up-in 
Calgary as soon as received and are 
sent cast where the proper grading 
is dorfe, and the wool is then disposed 


Mr, Gibson says the eastern firm 
handling the commodity is not a pri- 
vate firm, but is working wholly in 
the interests of the wool growers of 
the west in thé handling of these 
shipments. Mr, Gibson believes it 
would be a great mistake for farmers 
and ranchers to dispose of their sheep 
in view of the outlook for abundance 
of feed, and also the fact that the 
wool market is showing an improve- 
ment,—Calgary Herald,

pointed out that more coal wil be’ 
required from these mines than ever 
before on account of the shortage of 
coal from the United States. 

The present prospects as far as 
the Winnipeg market is concerned, 
operators state, is most encouraging. 
The actual output, however, to that 
market, and to further eastern pointy 
will solely depend upon freight rates. 
If these are prohibitive, it will mean 
that a staggering blow will he dealt 
the industry. 

The provincial government has 
recently been carrying on with some 
measure of success a very active 
propaganda in Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan. This has been greatly help- 
ed by the shortage of coal from the - 
United States. 

While the bituminous mines in Al-. 
berta have been working fairly to 
capacity, the lignite fields, owing to 
lack of orders have for some time 
now fallen f@r short of this; indeed, 
in the majority of cases their output 
has only been about half of what they 
could fiirn out. 

It is: pointed out that the coal de-;,. 
posits of the province are enormou 
and that 10,000,000 tons a year could 
be but a fraction of what could be 
produced. It is asserted that the 
tipple capacity at the present tine

Sawdust Serves 
Many Purposes 


Makes Excellent Gas for Both Light- 
ing and Heating 

Until quite recent times sawdust 
was regarded in wood mills as a 
waste product. Now it serves many 
purposes and has a commercial value 
‘of something like ten shillings a hun- 
dred-weight. 

Sawdust is particularly useful in 
the manufacture of various building 
materials. Mixed with clay it makes 
splendid tiles and bricks, while com- 
bined with concrete an economical 
and good-wearing flooring material is 
obtained, ee 

To French chemists'belongs the 
discovery of sawdust dyes. They - 
found that a combination of various 
chemicals acting upon sawdust pro- 
duced a substance which is said to 
be quite as effective as the best an- 
iline dyes for coloring purposes. 

In Germany during the war a huge 
amount of sawdust was used in mak- 
ing bread. It was first treated with 
chemical agents to extract certain 
harmful ingredients, after which it 
was mixed with flour and bak€d in. 
the usual manner. 

Probably the most remarkable dis- 
covery of all is that a gas excellent 
for both lighting and heating pur- 
poses, can be made from sawdust, 
From experiments that have been 
“conducted in America it is believed 
that, particularly in the neighborhood 
of sawmills, the gas could be prod- 
uced’ so cheaply as to. be supplied for 
a few pence per thousand fett,—Pear;

Naturalists Discovered That Each 
Insect Has Particular 
Enemy 


Australia is to receive from us a 
consignment of a certain sort of fly 
which is the natural enemy of the 
blowfly or bluebottle. The bluebottle 
has become a fearful pest in Australia 
simply because it has no enemies in 
that country, and in 1917 was respon- 
sible for the destruction of three mil- 
lion pounds’ worth of ‘sheep. 

If a sheep gets a cut or sore, the 
blowfly lays its eggs ‘on the raw spot, 
and when these hatch the grubs lit- 
erally eat the unfortunate creature. 

Similar experiments have been 
tried before in the way of exterminat- 
ing man’s insect enemies, and with 
great success, Some years aga the 
Australian scale insect was accident- 
ly inported ‘into California. It at 
once fastened on the orange trees, 
and the destruction was fearful It 
looked as if the orange groves of 
California were doomed, for all the 
washes and insecticides“proved use- 
less to stay the plague. 

After a while, orange growers, in 
despair, sent a party of naturalists 
to Australia to investigate. They 
found that in Australia the scale in- 
sect was: kept down by the cardinal 
ladybird. They collected a hundred 
of these and brought them alive to 
California, From these they bred 
ten thousand, and the next spring 
turned them loose in the orange dis- 
trict.
